PAGANINI'S FOURTH STRING, 


In order to refute the many tales and rumours relative to the occasion which 


induced the celebrated virtuoso to acquire such a wonderful power of execution 
on the fourth string of the violin, an Italian publication has lately given the fol- 
lowing particulars, professedly in the words of the great master himself :— 


‘“ At Lucea | always led the orchestra whenever the reigning family attended 


the opera, I was also frequently sent into the Court cirele, and I gave a grand 
concert every fortnight. ‘The Princess Eliza (Baccioeehi, Napoleon's sister) al- 
ways retired before the conclusion, because the harmonic notes of my instru- 
ment affected her nerves too powerfully. A very amiable lady, whom I had long 
since secretly adored, was frequently present at these parties, and I soon per- 
ceived that a pleasing secret attracted her also to me. Our mutual passion im- 
perceptibly gained strength. One day I promised in the next concert to surprise 
her with a musical piece of gallantry, which should have a reference to the terms 
upon which we stood. Atthe same time | caused the Court to be apprized that 
I meant to perform a new composition, with the title of ‘A Love Scene.’ Ge- 
neral curiosity was excited ; but what was the amazement of the company when 
I entered with a violin which had but two strings!

ROYAL MARINES. 
House of Lords Feb, 27 

Lord GEORGE LENNOX said that he deeply regretted having again to call 
the attention of the House to the subject of promotions in the royal marine 
corps. When he last brought forward this question he was told that if he would 
leave it inthe hands of the admiralty, the necessary attention should be paid to 
theclaims.of the marines. But they were now ina worse situation than ever, 
and the time was now come when something must be done in order to render 
the corps effective. He did not desire the promotion of the officers of marines 
at the expense of any other corps, but merely that they should have a fair share of 
promouon, and be enabled to discharge their duties with satisfaction to them- 
selves, and tothe service. Since the time when he last brought forward the 
question the admiralty had done much, but not enough. They had given retiring 
allowances to 4 colonels, 4 field officers, and 27 subalterns. But they had also 
made some very unjustifiable reductions in the corps. Of field officers there had 
been a reduction from 16 to of subalterns from 102 t0 90. He thought 
some new system of retiring allowances ought to be adopted, so that a marine 
officer who had served 40 years might be allowed to retire on a pension. In 
1837, seventy-three officers of the marines were promoted for 20 years before. 
But in the artillery there were 101 promotions, and im the engineers 75 during 
the same time. From 1814 to 1830 only one marine officer was promoted, 
while in the artillery there were 125, and in the engineers 56. He could not see 
any equitable reason for this difference, and he hoped the House would by this 
night's vote show their anxiety to do justice to old and meritorious officers. The 
Noble Lord concluded by moving an address praying her Majesty to take into 
her gracious consideration the expediency of adoptin r some plan ‘to accelerate 
promotion in the marines sous to place that corps on a footing in this respect 
with those branches of the forces where promotion is progressive ; and also to 
take the case of captains of marines inte consideration with the same view, and 
to provide some measure forthe benefit and relief of first lieutenants of marines
